I. Claims 1-47 and 60-61 are drawn to a firefighting apparatus and method 
for storing hose, classified in class 169, subclass 24. 

II. Claims 36-47 are drawn to a vehicle storage system classified in class 
296, subclass 37.6. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2)
